WASHINGTON (AP). — Secretary 
of Defence James R. Schlesinger 
appears to be warming to the idea 
of selling U.S. arms to Egypt 
Schlesinger said on Tuesday the 
U.S. Government is inclined to exa- 
mine "sympathetically" any Egyp- 
tian request to buy weapons from 
the U.S. after relying on the Soviet 
Union for arms for nearly 20 years.

SOVIET WARNING 
TO JEWS WHO HELD 
MA’ALOT PROTEST 


| MOSCOW (UPI). 
who took part in a demonstration 
outside the Lebanese Embassy last 
week received a warming yester- 
day of possible criminal action 
against them, Jewish sources said. 

They said the Jews, all of whom 
have applied to migrate to Israel, 
were summoned to the Soviet Visa 
Office and “lectured on their bad 
behaviour" by the director, Col. 
Sergel A. Fadeyev. 


All of the Jews have been dis- 
missed from their jobs since 
applied to go to Israel, and Fade- 
yev warned ‘them if they take part 
im any such actions again they may 
be prosecuted for parasitism, being 
unemployed and other crimes. 

Twenty-six Jews were detained 
after the demonstration last Thurs- 
day, held to protest the Arab ter- 
rorist actlon at Ma‘alot. 


Jewish sources also said a group 
of Jews in Kiev asked permission 
last Saturday to place flowers com- 
Memorating those killed at Ma'alot 
on the site of the World War Π 
massacre of Jews by Nazi forces 
at Babi Yar, just outside Kiev. 
They said the Jews did not receive 
permission but went on Sunday to 
Babi Yar where they were stopped 


— Fifteen Jews by police, put aboard buses, driven 
to the other side of the city and 
released. 

The sources also said 117 Moscow 
Jews wrote an open letter to the 
Soviet Government last Saturday, 
protesting what they called “one- 
sided coverage” of the Ma‘alot mas- 
Sacre in the Soviet media, which 
ignored the incident at first, then 
carried articles blaming it on Israel. 

Jewish sources also said thatthe - 
25-year-old son of Jewish scientist 
Benjamin Levich, forcibly inducted 
into the army, returned home over 
the weekend after serving one 
year in Northern Siberla. There 
was no immediate word on the 
condition of Yevgeny Levich, an as- 
trophysicist. Levich, an electroche- 
mist, said he had medical certlti- 
ra proving his son was seriously

Abductors of 
Spanish banker 
seized in Paris 


PARIS (Reuter). A Spanish 
banker kidnapped from his home 
here three weeks ago by Spanish 
anarchists was released unharm- 
ed yesterday, and police arrested his 
alleged abductors. 

Police also recovered a ransom 
which the Madrid government ap- 
parently paid for the safe release 
of 43-year-old Angel Baltasar Sua- 
rez, head of the Paris branch. of 
the Bank of Bilbao, police sources 
said. 

He was found bound and blind- 
folded on a bench in Vincennes 
forest on the eastern edge of Paris. 
He had been dragged, his wife said. 

A Spanish anarchist organisation 
called the Group for International 
Revolutionary Action (Gari) claim- 
ed responsibility for the kidnapping, 
but police did not identify those 
arrested, They included a woman. 

In arresting five suspected mem- 
bers of the Spanish anarchist group, 
the police also recovered 3m. francs 
(about IL2.8m.) alleged to have 
been paid as ransom for the bank- 
ers release 

The police seized three suspects, 
Including a woman, in the Paris 
area and made two further arrests 
in Avignon, southern France. The 
woman is believed to be the wife of 
a Spanish Basque Hving in Paris. 

In Madrid, a government spokes- 
man seid Spain had not pati any 
ransom and it was not clear who 
handed over the money recovered 
by French police.

T has heen said that the Is- 
raclis'’ mood changes over- 
swiftly, switehing from confi- 
dence to dread of catastrophe. 
In the past week, since the 
Ma’alot massacre, there has 
‘been ἃ noticeable disturbance in 
national morale, and growing 
concern for rural and urban

recent terrorist attacks, and 
doing exactly what the terror- 
ists want us to do — to aban- 
don our normal way of life and

The 
Minister of Defence spoke to 
the point yesterday in Ma‘alot 
when he stressed that we can- 
not allow either three or 3,000 
terrorists to dictate our way of 
life to us. Our answer to the 
terror must he vigilance and 
alertness, but above all the con- 
fident continuation of our enter- 
prise in this country. : 

We have lived through man 
difficult times in the past an 
found the answers to the chal- 
lenges. We shall find the right 
answer this time as well. It will 
prove easier if panic-mongering 
does not persuade the terrorists 
that they have found the right 
method.

Syrian stepping stone 


Hatzofe (National Religious), dis- 
cussing the latest developments in 
the disengagement talks, says: 
“While the Syrians have withdrawn 
some of their demands, they are 
adamant on those aspects which 
would create suitable conditions for 
@ disengagement that would truly 
prevent future acts of belizerency 
and pave the road to a true settle- 
“ment. In yiew of their intransigence 
on these so-called ‘minor points’, it 
is hard to believe they sincerely re- 
gerd disengagement as a phase 
towards a peace settlement. Rather, 
they see it as a stepping atone to 
8 new round in the war. In view 
of this, ithe Government should not 
hasten to sign the it, but 
ensure that no loopholes are ieft 
open for ion.” 

Ha’aretz (non-party) calls for the 
crystallization of a policy and of 
organizational structures to fight 
the war against terroriam, with 
clear definition of aims and alloca- 
tion of means reflecting the im- 
portance of national security. The 
paper seconds the ideas voiced by 
Mr. Dayan in the Knesset debate on 
Ma’alot concerning the role of the 
IDF in combating terrorism and 
stressing that the main role of the 
armed forces is to face the Arab 
armies and not the terrorist or- 
ganizations. To split up the effort 
of the IDF into thousands of ob- 
jectives that need to be guarded 
would mark a victory for the ter- 
rorists. The paper deplores Ariel 
Sharon's remarks in the Knesset 
implying that the cause of the 
disaster at Ma’alot was Dayan's ob- 


jection to a deal withthe terrorists: 
“Sharon displayed an unusual mea~ 
sure of malice and irresponsibility. 
Military skills do not always go ἴο- 
gether with a talent for public 
Office. This is not the first time 
that Sharon has heen swayed by 
his tongue and his emotions.” 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam) says ‘the 
State is not doing enough to sup- 
port the settlements near the morth- 
ern border, who have to bear a 
heavy burden for defence. “Some of 
these settlements have had to in- 
vest huge sums on civil defence 
projects such as shelters. A large 
Section of their population are hav- 
ing to stand guard round the clock. 
More support should be given to 
them, yet there is no authority to 
which they can turn for help. It is 
now vital to solve this problem ur- 
gently.” 

Davar (Histadrut) says Mr. Sepir

the mew Cabinet: “The new Cabinet 
needs his talents and vigour, as 
well as the element of continuity 
and tthe influence of his personal 
status that Sapirs membership 
would give it.

To the Editor. of The Jernsalem Post 
‘Sir, — As an American Jew who 
believes that Israei is the concern 
of World Jewry, I would like to 
express my concern regarding a 
change in the policy governing the 
sale of Israel Bonds in the U.S., 
which, I am given to understand, 


$100 to $250. This was ostensibly 
done fo save money in the cost 
of processing and servicing bonds, 
as well as increase the amounts of 
Maonies committed by Americans. 

I fear that this decision was not 
only wrong in its estimation of the 
amount of increased investment dol- 
lars it will generate; but also very 
insensitive in terms of a large and 
important segment of the American 
Jewish community, the middle in- 
come and lower income Jews, who 
will be effected by the increased 
cost of the bonds. : 

Tt is my opinion that concern 
with Israel's well being physically, 
financially and spiritually is not 
only~the obligation of every Jew 
in the world; but their right, as 
well. It is Israel’s obligation to help 
ensure that every Jew be allowed 
to partake in the miteva of being 
involved with Israel. 


The more than doubling of the με 


cost of a bond will price it out 
of the reach of a great many 
American Jews. 

At a time when we are seeking 
every way to interest and involve 
more Jews with Israel, this seems 
8. major mistake. Those who will 
feel economically left out might 


less. Young 
people who are just beginning to 
become economically independent 
will be less likely to become in- 
volved with Israei if the cost of 
such involvement is too great. 
Finally, even if the total econ- 
omic impact of this new decision 
eventuates in a greater dollar sale 
of bonds in the U.S.; if the total 
number of Americen Jews who are 
making that dollar commitment is 
smaller, Israel and Jewry will have 
lost a much greater resource, the 
hearts and minds of Jews.
